Town of Homer Suffers Severely —Fears 
of an Increased Death List From 
the Colorado Cloudburst—Dubuque 
Just Escapes a Tornado—Other 
Storm News. 


Homer, Mich., July 27.—A terrible 
irindstorm struck this village Sunday 
evening. 
Roofs 
w ere lifted, 
houses 
partly blown away, barns tipped over 
and over half of th e fine m aple trees 
about the town were blown over. The 
w orst p art of th e cyclone seemed to 
have passed a little to the northw est 
of the town, and many of the finest 
farm houses in this vicinity lay in its 
path. 
There were several narrow es­ 
capes of persons 
caught out in 
the 
storm , but as yet no one is reported 
as injured. 
Golden, Col., July 27.—A large gang 
of workm en have begun the repairing 
of the Gulf road up Clear Creek can­ 
yon. 
F ran k Trum bull, 
receiver, and 
the general m anager and other officials 
of the road are here. 
They said they 
could not give even an approxim ate 
estim ate of the damage, but th at they 
w ill probably be 
able to get 
trains 
through to Georgetown in two weeks. 
One hundred and seventy-five men are 
now at work repairing and IOO more 
' will be put on very soon. 
The road 
for about seven miles m ust be almost 
wholly rebuilt, as the bed is washed 
out or buried under great masses of 
rock and dirt. People at Central City 
and Black Hawk express fears of food 
becoming scarce before the road is re­ 
paired. 
Cincinnati, O., July 27.—Though the 
sky is clear here the change of tem per­ 
ature rushing the m ercury high up in 
the eighties causes apprehension of 
more rain and an accession to the flood 
in the Ohio. 
Reports from all points 
here in the Ohio river as far as W heel­ 
ing show th a t stream rising. 
At Cin­ 
cinnati at IO o’clock Sunday night the 
Diver stood 35 feet I inch above high 
w ater, having risen thirteen inches in 
four hours, or three and one-quarter 
inches per hour. 
The rate of rise, morever, i3 increas­ 
ing hourly. 
Great forces have been 
employed repairing railroad washouts 
in Ohio, and it is fair to presume that 
all the roads em barrassed by the floods 
w ill soon resume, except those among 
the bad w ashouts in the Muskingum 
valley.

Into a pit caused by the washing 
out of the gravel under the 0. & N. 
W. rails near the Black Bridge, th ir­ 
teen freight cars and the tender of an 
engine plunged last night. Only good 
fortune and an encnneer's coolness 
prevented a more se?iou Resident, and 
m a loss of life, but as ii as was all the 
train crew did not escape. 
The in­ 
jured: 
Cr o u s k , 
G e o r g e , 
engineer, bick 
and hip injured. Injuries cot thought 
serious. 
Walked home after 
being 
attended to by Dr. W. H. Palmer. 
The wrecked train was the regular 
freight, and was bound from Milton 
Junction to Janesville. All went well 
until the Black Bridge, jnst north of 
the city limits, was reached, a t 11:40 
o’clock. 
Engineer Crouse was keep­ 
ing a sharp lookout and when the 
train reached a point two hundred 
feet below the 
bridge, 
a flash of 
lightning illum inated the track and 
Engineer Crouse s* w a sight th at made 
his heart jum p into his mouth. 


P u t on 
A ll S tea m . 
For a space of tw enty feet or more, 
chere was nothing to support the rails 
and ties, the track being suspended 
above a yawning chasm. The rushing 
w ater had washed out the road bed, 
digging a pit fully fifteen feet deep un­ 
der the track, and fifteen or tw enty 
feet wide. 
The floods had rushed 
down the steep hill at the side of the 
main line,and eaten out the solid road­ 
bed a8 easily as if it had been made of 
■alt. 
Such was the sight th a t Engineer 
Grouse saw in the brief space of time 
th a t the flash illum inated the “ cut.” 
But he did not lose his head. He real­ 
ized th at the only thing to do, was to 
take a chance, and try to get across the 
break. 
Accordingly, he put on all 
steam and the engine bounded for­ 
ward. 
Fireman Ed. Gall and Brake­ 
man Ed. Horn, who were in the en­ 
gine, leaped for their lives, and lauded 
on the solid earth, uninjured. 
Cars P ile d Up 
Engineer Crouse did not loose his 
hold on the throttle, but stayed in the 
cab. 
When he put on all eteam, the 
big machine quivered, and then leaped 
forward as if realizing the situation. 
Onto the unsupported rails it flaw, and 
jDlted its way across. 
Hardly had 
the big machine reached the solid 
earth, when the tender sank into the 
hole, and the engine, freed of its load, 
darted down the track. 
A terrific 
crash announced the fact th at only 
the engine had cleared the washout. 
Heavy cars followed the tender into 
the hole, and in less time than it takes 
to tell it, the wreck was complete. 
Engineer Crouse had been throw n 
about in the cab, and had sustained 
painful bruises, and a thorough shak­ 
ing up. 
He was brought to town, 
and after W. H. Palmer had dressed 
hie injuries, he was able to walk to 
his home, 181 Terrace street. 
He is 
not thought to be seriously hurt, al­ 
though complications may, of course, 
ensue. 
W reck P iled H lgb . 
The trainm en then surveyed the 
wreck. 
They saw the tender of the 
engine firmly embedded in the sand 
a t the bottom of the pit, while freight 
oars were piled on top of it. 
Thirteen 
ears were crushed in together, and 
the debris was thrown up nearly 
as 
high as the top of the bridge. 
At the 
apex of the heap was an immense 
Armour refrigerator car, with a rail 
punched clear through it. 
On the 
sidetrack running paralell w ith the 
main line, Blood about thirty empty 
cars, which had bien stored on the 
siding to give more room in the city 
freight yards. 
These cars, or a part 
of them rather, had been involved in 
the wreck when the cars in the train 
began to pile up. 
Three of them had 
been 
tossed from the siding, and 
rolled end over end down into the 
sand pit on the west sid9 of the siding 
They lay at the bottom of the bank 
this morning, all being more or less 
wrecked. 
The track had been torn 
up for a distance of thirty feet o* 
more, and the smash-np was tho most 
complete th at Janesville people have 
seen for a long time.

The contents of the cars were n®t 
seriously damaged, as none of the 
freight was perishable. 
Most of the 
cars were loaded w ith lumber, tele­ 
graph poles and building stone, while 
the big refrigerator car th at topped 
the heap, was loaded with building 
felt.

Mrs. Langley was sent to the Rock 
oounty as *lum from Waukesha. 
She 
was & filleted with suicidal mania but 
had never before shown herself to be 
daugerous. 
Mrs. Jeffris, an attendant, brought 
a bottle of carbolic acid upstairs, 
about 0:45 this morning, to dress a 
patients hand, 
She left the bottle in 
her room and stepped across the hall 
for water. 
She was gone but a mo­ 
ment. 
Mrs. Langley saw the chance, 
however, slipped into the room, drank 
from the bottle and sauntered out. 
Mrs Hy zer, the night watch in the 
woman's ward, saw 
Mrs. Langley 
come out, but suspected 
nothing. 
Mrs. Jeffris smelled carbolic acid as 
she crossed the hall, however, and 
sa w Mrs Langley's Ups were seared 
and white. 
She harried her to bed 
and 
applied 
antidotes 
but 
at 
7:30 Mrs. Langley was dead. 
There 
seemed to be much lass agony than 
usually accompanies death by carbolic 
acid poisoning.
